NUTS AND NUT DISHES 


This Is the season of the year when 


we enjoy the fresh nuts of all kinds. 


Ihey are rich in food 
value and when properly 
masticated and eaten in 
moderation are well di- 
gested and assimilated 
by the normal digestion. 


Almost any solid li 


improved by the addi- 
tion of a few nuts and 
cakes and cake fillings 
as well as candles find 
them Indispensable, add- 


ing both richness and flavor. 


For those who must eschew meat, 


the variety of nuts offers many dishes 
which can take the place of meat In 
the diet. The following is one: 


Nut Cutlets^—Chop fine one cupful 


of pecan meats. Melt two tablespoon- 
fuls of butter and add two tablespoon- 
fuls of flour, blend well and season 
with salt and a dash of cayenne Add 
gradually one cupful of milk, stirring 
constantly until smooth and creamy. 
Add one beaten egg and stir until the 
egg Is set. Add one tableapoonful of 
onion Juice, two cupfuls of bread 
crumbs and the cupful of chopped pe- 
cans. Set nslde to cool. Shape into 
cutlets, roll in egg and crumbs and 
fry in deep fat. Drain on paper and 
serve with tomato sauce. 


Nut and Chsses Roast.—Cook two 


tftblespoonfuls of finely minced onion 
In one tablespoonful of butter until 
the onion Is soft and delicately col- 
ored. Add a little hot water if needed 
to prevent browning 
Mix one cupful 


of grated cheese, one cupful of w 
nut meats, chopped, one cupful of 
bread crumbs, the juice of half a 
lemon and salt and pepper to taste. 
Add the. onion and butter, pour into 
a shallow baking dish and bake until 
brown. Serve with a white sauce. 


Pecan and Prune Salad.—Cut a 


pound of choice primes in narrow 
strips, add one cupful of sliced pecan 
meats, a dash of red pepper, a dash of 
white pepper and stilt to season. Beat 
one cupful of cream until stiff, add 
two tftblespoonfnls of lemon juice 
Mix with the prunes and nuts and 
serve on a curled leaf of lettuce with 
a spoonful of the dressing for a 
garnish.

The local leaders 
agreed with Miss Byrd that however 
carefully chosen the foods may be, 
a meal is not a success if the family 
looks on it as an effort to take the 
necessary food in the shortest pelod 
of time, like the old-fashioned pie!

ionship; it is often the only time 
the family is together. 
How happy 


it could be made it all the family 
would save up all the pleasant news 
of the day and tell it at the table, 
and all unpleasant conversation and 
criticism could be 
avoided.

looking at it from 
the nutrition 


standpoint, happy meals are much 
more 
healthful 
than 
discordant 
ones. 


Simple meals are suggested 
as 


better than elaborate ones Variety 
fiom day to day rather than in one 
meal makes it much easier for the 
'one who prepares it 
A well bal- 


anced meal does not mean an elab- 
orate one 
When too many, foods 


are served there is a tendency 
to 


overeat. 


Harmonious color schemes have 


an important part m good nutrition, 
too 
Two jarring colors, as beets 


and salmon may detract from 
the 


•whole effect of a meal. It is as un- 
pleasant as a red hat with a purple 
suit. Pood should never be artific- 
ially colored, rouge for food is no 
prettier than rouge for faces. Pars- 
ley Is effective for adding interest to 
creamed dishes
